claimed a v ictory . 
“The theater obv iou sly cu r­ 
tailed its commercial adv ertising 
featu re,” he commented, claim ­ 
ing sev eral fam iliar seq u ences 
were missing from the rou tine. 


“Howev er, the first ad to be 
flashed on the screen was one 
tha t has serv ed more than any 
other to arou se the resentm ent 
of the local theater-goers. Hence, 
we had an opportu nity to v ent 
ou r displeasu re despite the re ­ 
du ced footage. 
“We shall continu e ou r cam ­ 
paign u ntil the theaters do one 
of two things; giv e a reasonable 
rebate to patrons as pay m ent for 
enforced attention to the com ­ 
mercial adv ertisem ents or elim ­ 
inate the commercials entirely .” 
Theater M anager R alph Noble 
left before the booing started, 
and refu sed to discu ss the situ a­ 
tion.

Clev eland, O., Au g. 5 (IP)— 
T hreats of a strik e of more than 
a million railroad employ es di­ 
m inished today . 
A fiv e cents an hou r wage in­ 
crease annou nced in W ashington 
brou ght peace beween the na ­ 
tion’s carriers and 800,000 non­ 
operativ e employ es, since ratifi­ 
cation was held only a formality . 
Still confronting the railroads, 
howev er, was the v ote of 35 0,000 
members of fiv e operativ e broth­ 
erhoods, au thorizing a strik e to 
enforce dem ands for 20 per cent 
raises. 
Settlem ent of the dispu te with 
n o n-operating 
brotherhoods, 
su ch as clerk s and shopmen, was 
annou nced last night by the Na­ 
tional M ediation Board. These 14 
crafts au thorized early this week 
a strik e if their dem ands were 
rejected. 
Otto S. Bey er of the board said 
the raise represented a increase 
of between 8 l/2 to 8 3-4 per cent. 
The non-operating employ es, lik e 
the operating employ es, had de­ 
m anded 20 per cent increases. 
First discu ssion of the operat­ 
ing brotherhoods’ dem ands will 
be held in Chicago Au g. 11 a t a 
conference between the brother­ 
hoods and a com m ittee repre­ 
senting the nation’s railroads.

HECTIC POLITICS 
The last days of July disclosed some tangled 
political scenes that seemed as weird as an Ori­ 
ental nightmare to the av erage man who is seek­ 
ing to keep his economic and social balance. 
The situation in New York City is a case in point. 
Senator Royal G. Copeland is reported to be about 
to seek the nomination for mayor of the me­ 
tropolis on both the Democratic and Republican 
tickets. Mayor LaGuardia, the present city ex­ 
ecutiv e, is said to be contemplating the spurning 
of both partisan nominations with the intention 
of running this fall as a labor candidate and an 
independent. 
Ov er in Philadelphia the mayor of the City of 
Brotherly Lov e, a New Deal Republican, who was 
formerly regarded a Democrat, is in a bitter 
v erbal fight with Pennsylv ania’s gov ernor who 
is a New Deal Democrat and a former Repub­ 
lican. 
In Washington the Supreme Court bill had 
been sent back to committee apparently well 
scotched, and Democratic Chairman Farley lost 
his first laurels as a prophet — he had predicted 
that the Supreme Court bill was “in the bag.” 
And President Roosev elt took Progressiv e Sen­ 
ator LaFallette and Gov ernor Phil LaFollette 
for a ride in his yacht. 
Another phase of the situation was a blister­ 
ing letter by Amos Pinchot, the former liberal 
leader, to President Roosev elt charging that 
three proposals to Congress made since the elec­ 
tion by the Chief Executiv e would, if placed on 
the statute books and “sustained by a packed 
Supreme Court, transfer our life into a bureau­ 
cratic collectiv ism” and in short, “wholly change 
the character of gov ernment and industry and 
put both under the personal domination of one 
man, namely, yourself.” 
And, in closing, Mr. Pinchot gav e v ent to this 
fine, if surprising, bit of irony: “Mr. President, 
sometimes I wonder at the state of mind of re­ 
formers — at their shining dreams and their 
sordid methods, at the recklessness with which 
they gamble with other people’s liv es and hap­ 


piness. And abov e all, the fortitude with which 
they bear other people’s distress.” 
Truly July with its Supreme Court fight, its 
charges and counter charges, and its crossed 
wires, has been a month of hectic politics. Per­ 
haps we ought to blame it all on to the heat. Is 
it possible that with the coming of October’s 
bracing breezes and killing frosts, things will 
get back to normal again?

WHEN 1 1 1 ,000 AMERICANS DIED 
A generation has passed since the sinking of 
the Titanic, yet that great disaster is still well 
remembered. Fifteen hundred persons died. 
The Johnstown flood will nev er be forgotten — 
the world was aghast when the death total of 
2,209 was tabulated. 
The World War was the most sanguinary con­ 
flict in history. In it, 50,000 Americans lost their 
liv es, and they are still mourned. 
The recent Texas school explosion, which killed 
29 4 children, brought univ ersal sympathy and 
horror. 
Yet last year 111,000 Americans met acci­ 
dental death — more than twice as many as were 
killed in the great war — and it caused hardly 
a ripple in the flow of news. We read of some 
of those accidents in our paper — “John Jones, 
. aged 45, died in emergency hospital after being 
struck by an automobile” — turned the page, and 
forgot them. This astounding callousness — this 
attitude of “Accidents always happen to the other 
fellow, not to me or mine” — is death’s greatest 
ally. 
Among men, heart disease is the only thing 
which kills more men than accidents. Such 
plagues as cancer, tuberculosis, pneumonia — 
plagues which are being fought by all the re­ 
sources of science — are down the list. Recklessly 
driv en automobiles, burns, falls, drownings, and 
so on — these are the great killers.

BIKER TAKES STANO 


TO DENY THAT HE 


EMPLOYED ATTACKEB 


Indianap olis, Aug. 5 (A5) — Joel 
A. Baker, dep osed Marion county 
welfare director on trial for as­ 
sault and battery with intent to 
kill, told a jury today h e nev er 
h ad ordered Peter A. Cancilla to 
attack Way ne Coy . 
Cancilla, an Indianap olis a t­ 
torney , is to be tried later on a 
similar ch arge. Th e attack took | 
p lace at th e stateh ouse March 1 
wh en Coy was Indiana welfare 
director. 


Baker said th e first h e h eard 
Coy h ad been attacked was wh en 
a newsp ap erman told h im. He 
denied making statem ents a t­ 
tributed to h im by state’s wit­ 
nesses h av ing to do with th e a t­ 
tack. 
Judge Dewey Mey ers h ad testi­ 
fied h e ov erh eard Baker tell 
Cancilla to “go get th at guy .” 
Oth er testimony h ad been th at 
Baker h ad introduced Cancilla 
to Coy , p atted Coy on th e arm 
and said “th is is my m an.” 
Baker and h is p olitical associ­ 
ate, Peter A. Cancilla, were in­ 
dicted on th e felony ch arge in 
connection with an attack on 
Way ne Coy , former state welfare 
h ead, but Sp ecial Judge James A. 
Emmert announced at th e com­ 
p letion of th e state’s case y ester­ 
day h e would instruct th e jury to 


consider Baker’s guilt or inno­ 
cence only on th e misdemeanor 
comp laint. 
Th e judge said th e state’s ev i­ 
dence did not sup p ort th e more 
serious ch arge. 
A v erdict of guilty on th e less- 
| er ch arge p rov ides for a fine of 
not more th an $1,000 and a jail 
sentence of not more th an six 
month s. 
A 
felony 
conv iction 
would carry a p rison sentence of 
one to ten y ears. 
Th e state rested its case y ester­ 
day afternoon p resenting testi­ 
mony by Coy , wh o trav eled 8,000 
miles from th e Ph ilip p ine Islands 
to ap p ear as a witness. 
Coy related h ow Baker, dis­ 
agreeing with h im ov er a welfare 
bill p ending in th e legislature, 
told h im h e (Coy ) would “nev er 


liv e long enough to see that kind 
of legislation passed.” 
He said Cancilla approached 
him in the statehouse on the day 
of the attack and asked him to 
“ take the heat off” the bill. Coy 
said he told Cancilla the federal 
gov ernment was requiring such a 
law and that when he turned 
away Cancilla struck him on the 
side of the face. He said he was 
hit again in the mouth and then 
fell to the floor. 
Mrs. Sarah Kirby , a waitress in 
a hotel taproom, told of seeing 
Baker and Cancilla in the tap­ 
room a short time before the at­ 
tack on Coy . She said that when 
they left Cancilla said, ” 1 hav e 
a little job to do.”
